The farmers of this district are so 
far from a raliway that grain growing 
is unprofitable except to feed the 
stock, so they make their grub stake 
by trapping. Mr. Murray came into 
town yesterday with’a smal) load of 
furs, which were bought by W. H. 
Jaeger for $575, The gale is not re- 
markable in Edmonton, which — is 
recognized as one of the principal fur 
markets of the world, except as an 
explanation of the voiume of buyiness 
sone. 

The lot consisted of some 200 pelts, 
Including 25 lynx, 25 red fox, $1 
mink, 12 timber wolf, 12 ¢oyote and 
160 weasel, In every case the prices 
paid were 20 per cent. higher than 
those offered to Mr. Murrayrin NOMh 
Batfleford. Mr. Jaeger stated yester- 
day that there was keener competition 
in the fur trade tn Kdmonton than in 
ony place in the world, all the biggest 
world’s tur dealers being represented
